1. Tlip Govsmnicnt of Imlb have put into operation aa from the 
iFt October 1910 the War Risks (C<*o<U) Insurance Scheme a-hcreby ’the 
Government undertake to insure certain Goods on land or on inland 
waters in Uriti^h India against War Risk.s. •[ The Scheme has re- 
cently been extended to make msunvidc certain sea-borne goods in 
Rritish Indian territorial waters.] 

2 GOODS INSUR.MJLE : The Onlinancc defines the Goods to 
which the scheme applies, thcFc include Goods (with certain excep- 
tions) which ore hcM for sale by persons carrying on business ns sellers 
of poods, such as manufacturers, whok\>ale distributors, and retailers, 
including the raw nuteriala from which goods arc manufactured and 
goods in process of manufacture. 

®[3. GOODS NOT INSUU.VBLE: A list of poods which cannot 
be insured under the scltcmc has been published m the Gauetto. For 
precise details of the goods concerned reference should be made to that 
list, but an idea of the kind of goods exempted may bo obtained from 
the following :

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9. The Claims OfGeer, on receiving an application for an allowance or 
pension under the Scheme and after consvlerinc the reports and certi- 
ficates pertaining to the case and after obt-iuing such other evidence, if 
any, as he considers necessary, shall make his award in Form G. He 
shall briefly record separately the reasons for his award. A signed copy 
of the award shall be given to the person to whom the award is made 
and another copy shall be sent to the post office where the payment is to 
be made. 

10. The Claims Officer *Ior the authority appointed under clause 
43A of the Scheme] shall has-c the power to examine witnesses and 
call for such evidence as he considers neces<i.Tjy in the same manner as a 
civil court under the pronstons of the Code of Cinl Procedure, 1003 (Act 
Y of 190S), and shall have, in particular, the powers conferred by section 
82 of that Code. 

11. (a) All allowances and pensions under the Scheme shall be payable 
at the post office aithin whose jurisdiction the payee ordinarily resides.

13. (o) With every award when presented for payment, there shall bo 
produceil a certificate of life pertaining to the beneficiary or beneficiaries 
under the award, signed by a Gaietted Officer *((m seradcc or retired)] 
of Government, a Magistrate or a Poliee Officer not below the rank of a 
Sub-Inspector. MTiere the claimant is undergoing treatment as an in- 
patient at a hospital or dispensary, the certificate shall be signed by the 
pervm in charge thereof : 

Provided that where a beneficiary is present at the time of p.\vmcnt of 
an allowance or pen'ion under the Scheme, no life certificate in respect 
of him shall he required but his identity shall be proved to the satisfaction 
of the Postmaster.

Provided that any Recruiting Medical Ofticer appointed for tlio jmr* 
pose ofexatnining recruits for the Iiidiim Army shall bo deemed to liavo 
been apjiointcd to carry out the medical examination of persons offoring 
thonisclves for enrolment in the Force. 

10. (/) The Central Go\crnnient shall fix tlie headquarters of each 
unit and may transfer any unit or part of a unit from nny one place in 
the Province to any other. 

(2) Subject to the proviso to section 8 of llio Ordinance, the (Jcntral 
Govcniment or any officer apjH»intcd by the Central Government in 
this behalf ni.sy transfer any jicrKoii enrolled in u unit of the Force from 
one unit to another. 

' (5) Every enrolled person other than n Commissioned or sm Adminis- 

trative Officer who is tr.msferrcd fnmi one place to nriotlier sliidl lie 
mlitlefl to rernivo n niilway warmiit or tlie cost of a single third cI.ks 
railway fare for bis journey if such journey is to be perfoniicd by rail 
and in adilition one ann.i i>cr mile fur journeys by ro.ul, and if no rations 
are supplied a ration nllowaiirc of eight annus a day for e.ii.h day <if thu 
journey. 

(■/) Commissioned and Admimstmtive Offirers kIioII be entitled to 
receive Railway warrants or trnselling nlluwaniu nr botli for journeys 
(>erfoiTncd on duty or to join niiita unilcr such conditions as may bu 
fixed by the Central Government. 

IL (/) Every enrolled person nhall, subject to the exigencies of the 
service, bo eligible fur the grant of casual leave, earned leave, and If^ave 
on niMliml rertificate. 
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(2) Casual leav’c may he granted to all ranks at the discretion of the 
Officer Commanding a unit subject to a maximum of fifteen days in a 
calendar year. 

(d) Every enrolled person may be alloweil leave on average pay up 
to 1/llth of the period spent on duty to .which may bo added leave on 
medical certificate on average pay or half average pay, provided tliat 
the total leave granted shall not exceed three months reckoned in terms 
of leave on average pay. 

(4) The grant of ordinar}’ leave or leave on medical certificate sliall 
be subject to the sanction of the" Central Government in 'the case of 
Commivnoned or Administrative Officers and to the sanction of the 
Officer Commanding a unit in tlie case of all other ranks. 

12. Ser\ncc in the Force shall be non-pensionable, but upon the crataiif. 
termination of his service every enrolled person other than a Commis- 
sioned or Administrative Officer shall, if hb service is deemed to have 

been satisfactory by the Officer Commanding the unit in which he is 
serving, bo entitled to receive a gratuity equal to one month’s average 
pay for each complete year of service but not exceeding six months’ 
average pay iu all.

(fi) absence or custody for six consecutive hours or upwards, whether 

wholly in one day or p.irtly in one day an<l partly in another, 
shall be reckoned as absence or custody for one day ; 

(i) absence or custody for 12 consecutive hours or upwards, shall 
be reckoned as absence or custoily for the whole of each day 
during any portion of which the person was absent or in 
custody ; and 

(c) any absence or custoily for less than a day may be reckoned as 
absence or custody for one day if such absence or custody 
prevented the absentee from fulfilling any duty which was 
thereby thrown ujK>n boiiic other person. 

(3) No deduction shall be made under clause (d) of the said section 
unless the person concerned has been given an opportunity of showing 
that the expendituro incurrcil was not a consequence of his misconduct 
or that the loss or damage or destruction was not done by him. 

14. (/) Every enrolled person who is conWeted by a court and sen- 
tonceil to a term of imprisonment exceeding one month shall be deemed 
to have been dismissed from the Force. 

(3) The Central Government may discharge or dismiss any enrcllcd 
person from the Force, and the Officer Commanding a unit may dis- 
charge or diMiiiss any eurolled jterson other than a Commissioned, an 
Admiuistratnc or a Non-Commissioned Officer. 
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15. Service may be forfeited under clause (c) of section 19 of tlie 
Ordinance by order of the Provincial Government for the purpose of 
promotion, increment, or gratuity, or for all these purposes. 

lU^iintfTii'h enrolled person shall be discharged for an offence, dismissed 

».rioin or reduced in rank otherwiso than by an order b.ised on facts u-lucli have 

‘ led to his conviction in a court unless ho has been informed in writing 

of the grounds on which it is proposed to take action, and has been affoidctl 
an adequate o])portunit}’ of defending himself. 

Cu'tody. 17. (/) The Officer Commanding n unit shall, .subject to any orders 

which may be issued in tin.? behalf by the Ccntr.il Government, set 
apart a place at the headquarter* of the imit for tlie confinement of 
persons ordered to be confined under section 14 of the Ordinance and 
of persons kept in custody under naction 20 of the Onlinancc, and such 
place shall be known ns the guard room. 

(2) Any enrolled person other than a Commissioned, an Adminis- 
trative or a Non-Commissioned Officer wlio is reasonably bobeve I to 
have committed an ofTence «n<ler the Ocdinaiice tn.iy bo taken into 
custody by any member of the Force .and may bo roufmed in the ginnl 
room under the onlers of any Commissjoneil or .Vdministrative Officer. 

{3) Commlasionod, Administrative and Non-Commissioned Oificors 
may bo taken into custody only by Officers of their own or a higher ohss 
and shall, u hen necessary, be confined to their quarters under the written 
orders of the Officer Commanding the unit.
